When Congress meets next Monday, the Republican m em ­ 
bers of the two Houses will face a political trap set for them by 
President Truman as part of his campaign for re-elcction.

— and possibly much more. 
The second part of the trap lies in the President's dem and 
that Congress “do something" about rising prices. 
Now. the fact of the matter is that the Marshall Plan is strong­ 
ly inflationary in the first place; and in the second, since it calls 
for buying up scarce food and other commodities in the A m eri­ 
can market by direct competition it cannot fail to drive prices 
rapidly higher. 
Since it is obvitftxa that the President knows this fact as well 
as anyone else, in one sense his inclusion of price-controls as 
part of the job of the special session was nothing but a piece of 
buck-passing. 
He simply wanted to be able to say, later on, when the im­ 
pact of the Marshall Plan on the housewife's budget became 
painful: “Well. I asked Congress to do something about it, but 
they didn't; blame them, don't blame me." 
But the trap Itself goes beyond political buck-passing. Like 
all traps, this one has a trigger. The trigger is the Republican 
pledge for tax reductions to the American people. 
The Republican position, for several years, has been that 
rising prices have been principally just a symptom of a more 
serious disease— inflation. 
• Moreover, Republicans have held that inflation has been 
caused by over-spending (and hence, over-borrowing) by the 
New Deal Administrations; and therefore that the only way to

The President blocked this plan because, he said, 
the time 
wasn't ripe.” Of course the time is never ripe for a spendthrift 
to stop spending. 
Prices have soared since then, for several 
reasons. One is the steady progress of inflation— which means 
not so much that the costs are going up as that the dollar is 
going down. Another is continued difficulties placed in the path 
of adequate production, many of them by labor unrest. And a 
third is the fact that the government has been competing with 
the housewife in buying scarce commodities, largely to give 
away abroad. This of course is what the Marshall Plan pro­ 
poses to do, only on a much larger scale and at a time when 
many basic farm products are not, as they were last year, in 
surplus, but barely adequate for our own needs. 
Now. if Congress agrees to go along with any substantial 
part of the Marshall program, inevitably there will be new and 
much greater pressures on prices. You can’t buy up a large slice 
of the wheat crop, for instance, in a non-surplus year, and not 
expect the price of bread to rise. 
Congress is being told with much eloquence, and the argu­ 
ment is being repeated wholesale by a great many people who 
don’t know what the real facts are, that the Marshall Plan is a 
great humanitarian movement to feed the starving populations 
of F.urope. 
The ”do-gooders” are having a field-day.

What can Congress do to counteract the price-boosting 
phases of the plan? 
Given free choice in the matter, Congress would vote over­ 
whelmingly for the Republican remedies suggested above. 
It 
would, in effect, carve enough unnecessary expenditures out of 
the Truman budget to pay for the European relief program— and 
enough more to give the American tax relief at the same time. 
Then, if the government insisted on making its relief pur-; 
chases in such fashion as to bid commodity prices up, at least 
the housewife would have more money on hand with which to 
pay the higher prices— and less of the prices would reflect the 
exhorbitant taxes paid by those who made and distributed the 
goods. 
But there’s where the trigger of the trap cornea in. 
President Truman has asked Congress to do something which 
he won't permit them to do. He has demanded that Congress 
reduce price*— when he obviously is prepared to veto any plan 
to do so by the one means which would offer some hope of 
being successful: that of tax reductions. 
This is a completely unfair proposition. 
The fact that it 
has been made with a straight face, and that the White House 
appears ready to stick to its position, are enough to show its 
tricky political nature. 
The question at present is not so much whether the Presi­ 
dent will be able to “catch” the Republicans in Congress. T hey 
— or af least, the Republican leaders in Congress— clearly see 
the nature of the trap set for them. Moreover, a great many 
Democrats in Congress, who are patriotic enough to be interested 
in the future of this country just as well as the coming Presi­ 
dential campaign, aiso have seen the trap and have shown signs 
of planning to help detour it. 
The big question is whether the American voters are alert 
enough to see that President I ruinan, desperately eager for re­ 
election next yeur, is deliberately trying to use the whole foreign 
relief problem for his own political advancement.
